Services Division (SSD), NYCPD, advised that eight individuals 
were arrested in connection v/ith the above demonstration at the 
USMUN on charges of disorderly conduct.

At approximately 6:30 p.m., demonstrators began 
gathering at Times Square, next to the United States Armed 
Services Recruiting Station, NYC, vjhere a vigil ^d reading 
of names of servicemen killed in the Vietnam vmr had been 
in progress since the morning of August 6, 1969.' The demonstra- 
tors gathered quietly until 7:50 p.m., and then commenced a 
silent march, proceeding from Times Square on 44th Street to the 
Avenue of the Americas, and then North to Central Park South. 

The demonstrators marched three abreast on the sidewalk carrying 
such placards as "US is the Aggressor in Vietnam’’^ "We Mourn All 
Victims of this War"j "Hiroshima was destroyed 24 Years Ago Today"; 
Many of the demonstrators also carried lighted candles. Approximately 
600 individuals participated in this march. 

At approximately 8:20 p.m., the march entered Central 
Park at the Sixth Avenue entrance on Central Park South and proceeded 
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a short distance to a small lake v/here a lantern-boat ceremony 
was held commemorating those who died in Hiroshima, Japan on 
August 6, 19^5^ because of the nuclear bombing. This ceremony 
vras held in conjunction with the traditional Bon:' Festival held 
in Hiroshima every year on August 6th.

The picketing commenced at 11:15 a.,m. , and consisted

While picketing was in progress, demonstrators passed 
out leaflets x^hich stated that the demonstration was being sponsored 
by "August Eighth Action Committee" which consisted of the PAVPPC, 
the Catholic Peace Fellowship, the Episcopal Peace Fellot^ship, 
the WSP, and the Workshop in Non-Violence. The leaflet expressed 
sorrow for Americans and Vietnam-war dead, and protested the . 
slow x^ithdrawal of United States troops from Vietnam. Prior 
to the start of the above picket line demonstration, a group of 
ten individuals conducted a sit-in demonstration in the corridor 
of the 39th floor of the Federal Building, Federal Plaza, in front 
of the Selective Service Headquarters, Room 3908. 


The sit-in demonstration started at 8:45 a.m., and 
ended at 11:30 a.m., when the officers of the NYCED arrested 
the demonstrators on charges of criminal trespass. As of 11:50 
a.m., this corridor was completely cleared of demonstrators. 

No attempts were made by the demonstrators to gain entrance 
into the Selective Service Headquarters. 


During both the sit-in demonstration and the 
picket line demonstration, the names of Americans killed 
in the Vietnam war were read out by the demonstrators .

At approximately 12:30 p.m., demonstrators began 
assemblying at 41st Street j between Broadv;ay and Sixth Avenue. 

At approximately 1;45 p.m. j an anti-war march commenced from this 
assembly point and proceeded north on Seventh Avenue to Central 
Park South. The demonstrators marched three abreast on the side- 
walk, chanting anti-war slogans. The march consisted of approxi- 
mately 2,000 individuals cariying such placards as "End War Taxes 
"Free All Political Prisoners"; "Bring All GIS and Money Home 
Nov/"; "War is Destroying Vietnam and the US"; "Remove US Military 
•Bases Prom Japan and Okinawa", 

The following organizations participated in the march 
as evidenced from the names of organizations appearing on signs 
and buttons vjom by the demonstrators;

On November 1968, a source advised that the 
American Servicemen's Union (ASU), formed' during early 1968 , 
maintains headquarters at I 50 Fifth Avenue, New York, Nev/ York. 

ASU is dominated and controlled by the Workers World Party (W\*7P) 
and is designed to advance WWP efforts to undermine United States 
political and military objectives abroad by fomenting discontent 
among military enlisted personnel and by calling for establlshnient 
of a servicemen's union. ASU's chief propaganda weapon is publica 
tion of "The Bond - The Sericemen's Newspaper", which is widely 
circulated at military installations free of charge and at times 
unsolicited. 

The source also advised that the ASU Chairman ' is 
ANDREVI DEAN STAPP, undesirably discharged from the United States 
Army in April, 1968. STAPP is a member of the VMP. "ASU". and 
"The Bond" are terms used interchangeably in connection v/lth WP 
interests in military matters. The fomer has no real existence 
apart from the latter, since the publication is the primary means 
of generating interest among and communicating with servicemen 
interested in formation of a \mion. The union does not, function 
as an organisation at this time. It has, hov/ever, been given- 
■much publicity in each edition of "The Bond",

BPP Chairman, and HUEY P. NENTON, BPP Minister of Defense. 

NEVITON is presently serving a sentence of 2 to 15 years on a 
conviction of manslaughter in connection v^ith the killing of 
an Oakland police officer. . ■ 

The official newspaper, ''The Black Panther", v/hich 
further describes’ itself as the "Black Community News Service , 
states that the BPP advocates the use of guns and guerrilla^ 

■ • tactics in its revolutionary program to end oppression of the 
black people. Residents of the black community are urged to 
arm themselves against the police v;ho are consistently 
referred to in the publication as "pigs" viho should be killed. 

"The Black Panther" issue of September 1968, 
contains an editorial by BPP Minister of Education, GEORGE 
MASON MURRAY, which ends with the following: 

"Black men. Black people, colored persons of . 
America, revolt everju-.here J Arm yourselves. The only culture 
vjorth keeping is a revolutionary culture. Change. Freedom 
everyvjhere. Dynamite’ Black povjer. Use the gun. Kill the 
pi gs ■ evei'y vjhere . " 

Included in the introduction to an article appearing 
in the October 5> 1968, edition of “The Black Panther'' is the 
statement, "... vje will not dissent from American Government, 
we will overthrov^ it , " 

Issues of "The Black Panther" regularly contain 
quotations ’from the writings of Chairman MAO Tse-tung of the 
People's Republic of China and feature r4A0's statement that 
"political povjer grov.'s out of the barrel of a gun.'' 

The national headquarters of the BPP is located at 
3106 Shattuck Avenue, Berkeley,- California. Bi'anohes have been 
established at various locatious tWx'onghout tlie United States.

The USI.AJC is a non-membership organisation with 
no headquarters or formal meetings. 

The activities of the USLAJC are controlled by the 
S'iP through work done by SUP members. Richard Garsa, SUP

of the USLAJC. Hedda Garso, SV/P member at Nev; York City, • 
is Editor of the "USLA Reporter”, official organ of the 
Committee. 


The SUP uses the USLAJC to propagandise on behalf 
of^^'tin American Trotskyists. The USLAJC attempts to aid 
latin American political prisoners and their families through 
financial support and to exert influence on Latin American 
governments for release of the prisoners. ' Propaganda is 
spread by the Committee through distribution of literature 
and speeches by representatives of the USLAJC. 

The Svv'P has been designated pursuant to 
Executive Order 10450.

According to this leaflet, the USCANLF-SV is an Ad Hoc 
organization formed in April, 1965 o Its mailing address 
vjas Room 5, 103 MacDougal Street, New Yorlc City, The only 
officer listed is WALTER D, TEAGUE, Chairman. 

The USCAflLF-SV supports the aims of the National 
Liberation Front of South Vietnam (NLF) and the right of the 
people of Vietnam of self-determination without the presence 
of United States troops . It calls for the immediate withdrawal 
of all United States troops from Vietnam. It v^ill counteract 
the United States Government's propaganda by making available 
literature of the NLF; disseminating analyses and reprints 
of the political structure and nature of the NLF; providing 
speakers, for street meetings, teach-ins, etc.; working with all 
groups for recognition of the legitimacy of the MLF, and by 
urging all people to send medical aid and money for medical 
aid to the NLF through its missions.

A second source has advised that 500 delegates 
attended the founding convention for the new youth organization 
which was held from June 19-21, 1964, at 150 Golden Gate Avenue, 
San Francisco, California, at which time, the name, W.E.B. 

DuBois Clubs of America (DCA) was adopted. 

A third source advised in January, 1969, that the 
future course of the DCA was discussed at the National 
Committee (NC) meeting of the CP, USA, held January 4-6, 1969, 
in New York City. The discussion included a history of the 
development of the DCA. Namely, that it was founded as a 
socialist oriented youth organization but to the CP it meant 
a Marxist-Leninist organization v/hich would provide the CP 
with flexibility in its approach’ to radicalized youth and 
maximum possibilities for the legality of the organization.

On December 9, I 969 , Special Agents of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) observed a picket 
line demonstration commence at approximately 5:00 p.m. 
on the sidewalk on Park Avenue between 47th Street and 49 th 
Street, New York City. The demonstration was primarily 
sponsored by the Fifth Avenue Vietnam Peace Parade Committee 
(FAVPPC), an anti-war coordinating organization, which 
provided a sound truck at the corner of ^8th Street and Park 
Avenue. A leaflet issued by the FAVPPC and distributed by 
the demonstrators indicated that the purpose of the demonstration 
was to demand the withdrawal of United States troops from 
Vietnam; condemn racist atrocities and massacres in Vietnam 
and condemn Nixon for shifting the Ulame for the war atrocities 
to a few soldiers. The demonstration was planned to coincide 
vj3.th the appearance of President Nixon at the Waldorf Astoria 
Hotel, 49 th Street and Park Avenue, New York City, where he 
was being honored by the National Football Foundation and 
Hall of Fame.

At the height of the demonstration, approximately 
2,000 individuals participated. The demonstrators carried 
such signs as "End U. S. War Crimes - Get Out of Vietnam 
Now"; "Remove Military Bases Prom Japan and Okinowa"; and 
"Free Black Panthers". 

The organizations participating in the demonstration 
as' evidenced by the signs and placards bearing their 
names were as follov;s: 

Youth Against V/ar and Pacism (YAWP) 

Committee of Returned Volunteers (CRV) 

American Servicemens Union (ASU) 

Characterizations of YAWP and 

ASU appear in the appendix attached 

hereto. 

At approximately 5:05 P -it™* ^ gnoup of about 50 
demonstrators carrying Viet Cong flags and plain red flags, 
marched to the main entrance of the VJaldorf Astoria and 
attempted to gain entry. This group was immediately forced 
to disperse and no one was permitted to enter the hotel by 
the New York City Police. This group repeatedly chanted 
"Anarchy, Anarchy", while attempting to enter the hotel. 

At approximately 6:10 p.m. in the midst of I the 
picket line demonstration, the demonstrators hoisted,' a 
plain red flag on a flag pole which was taken dovjn ajf.ter 
approximately five minutes. In connection with this incident, 
brief scuffling between the police and the demonstrators 
took place and two demonstrators were observed taken into 
custody.. 



While the picket line demonstration was in progress, 
an anti-war rally utilizing the sound truck took place at 
4?th Street and Park Avenue, in front of the Union Carbide 
Building. Five brief speeches were delivered between 6:30'p.m. 
and 6:50 p.m. by unidentified individuals. The content of 
these speeches was Inaudible due to faulty sound equipment 
used by the demonstrators.

During the above anti-war demonstration^ the 
National Renaissance Parts’’ (NRP) conducted a counter- 
demonstration at 51st Street and Park Avenue which consisted 
of twelve NRP members carrying anti«semetic signs. In 
addition, another group of counter-demonstrators consisting 
of approximately 40 individuals viearing "Silent Majority 
buttons and carrying American flags demonstrated their 
support of President Nixon at 50th Street and Park Avenue. 

A characterization of the 
NRP appears in the appendix 
attached hereto. 

At approximately 6:55 p.m. a group of about 400 
individuals broke away from the main anti-war demonstration 
and proceeded west on 48th Street from Park Avenue to Fifth 
Avenue. .This contingent then proceeded north to 50th Street 
and Fifth Avenue where St. Patrick's Cathedral and Saks 
Department Store are located. The demonstrators ran in the 
middle of the street, disrupting traffic and causing a 
general state of confusion among holiday shoppers in this 
immediate area which embraces Rockefeller Center and contains 
office buildings and fashionable shops and ^stores. Extensive 
breakage was caused by this group in this immediate area. 

All the windows on the floor level of Saks Department Store 
. on 50th Street between Fifth Avenue and Madison Avenue were 
broken by the demonstrators. 

Approximately 100 demonstrators pursued by the 
police ran through Saks Department Store, which had large 
numbers of shoppers present. A group of approximately 20 
demonstrators also ran through St. Patrick's Cathedral. 

The police restored order to this area by 7:45 p.m., after 
approximately 40 arrests were made on varying charges. 

A confidential source who has furnished reliable 
information in the past advised that the group which broke 
away from the demonstration at the V/aldorf Astoria Hotel 
consisted largely of members of the YAV/F and the Weatherman 
faction of Students for a Democratic Society (SDS). 

A characterization of SDS 
appears in the appendix 
attached hereto. 
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The demonstration in the vicinity of the V/aldorf 
Astoria Hotel ended at 9:00 p.m. 

Special Agents of the FBI observed that most of the^ 
demonstrators were more concerned during the above demonstration 
and related incidents v/ith social ills and alleged injustices 
to Black Panther Party Members. Chants of "Free the Panther 
21", "Avenge Fred Hampton", recently slain Chicago Black 
Panther Party leader, and "Free Huey Newton", incarcerated 
Black Panther Party leader, were prevalent during the 
above demonstration. 


A characterization of the 
Black Panther Party (BPP) 
appears in the appendix 
attached hereto. 

Special Agents of the FBI observed President Nixon 
enter the Waldorf Astoria. Hotel through the side garage 
entrance at 6-; 15 p.m. unimpeded by the demonstrators. 


A second confidential source v/ho has furnished 
reliable Information in the past advised on December 7 , 

1969 that a New York Regional SDS meeting was held from 
2:00 p.m. to 6:00 p.m., December 7 ) 19^9 3-t Harouts, a 
hippie hang-out, 14 Waverly Place, New York City, vjith 
approximately 200 persons in attendance, including representative! 
of YAVfF and the SDS factions of the VJeathermen, Mad Dogs 
and Revolutionary Youth Movement II. This source advised 
that Mark Rudd, whom he Identified as National Secretary 
of SDS was among Weathermen present at this meeting.

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At this meeting Rudd called on everyone present 
to participate in the demonstration at the Waldorf Astoria 
Hotel, New York City on December 9, 1969* He stated that he 
wanted "action" and not just a picket line. Rudd was not 
specific as to what type "action" he desired. 
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A leaflet was distributed at this meeting 
announcing the V/aldorf Astoria Demonstration and listed 
preliminary sponsoring organizations as YAWFy Liberation 
News Service, People Against Racism, U. S. Committee to 
Aid the National Liberation Front (USCANLF), Columbia 
University SDS, Weatherman SDS, and New York University 
Uptown SDS. 

A characterization of USCANLF 
is attached hereto. 

On December l8, 19^9f I 

Special Services Division, Nev/ York -City Police Department, 
New York City, advised that a total of 62 individuals were 
arrested by officers of the New.

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AMERICAN SERVICEMEN »S UNION 

On November 1, 1968, a source advised that the 
American Servicemen's Union (ASU), formed during early 1968, 
maintains headquarters at 15o Fifth Avenue, New York, Nevj- York. 
ASU is dominated and controlled by the Workers World Party (\iTOP) 
and is designed to advance WV/P efforts to undermine United State 
political and military objectives abroad by fomenting discontent 
among military enlisted personnel and by calling for establishmerJ 
of a servicemen's union. ASU's chief propaganda vjeapon is publicj 
tion of "The Bond - The Sericemen's Newspaper", which is widely 
circulated at military installations free of charge and at times 
unsolicited.

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NATIONAL RENAISSANCE PARTY 


On April 1, 1969, a source advised that the 
National Renaissance Party (NRP) was founded ■ in 1949 by 
JAMES H. MADOLE, who continues to serve as its National 
Director and who completely controls the organization. 

The source advised that the NRP is headquartered in 

MADOLE *s residence at 10 West 90th Street, Kev/ York, New York, 

where weekly meetings and social gatherings are held. 

The source described the NRP as an anti-Negro, 
anti-Semitic, ,and neo-Fascist organization. 

. This source stated on July 28, 1966, that the 

program of the NRP, formulated in 1965, is aimed at the 
establishment of a "Racial Nationalist State" to be 
accomplished by calling a Constitutional Convention to 
ratify necessary amendments to the United States Constitu- 
tion in order to carry out the NRP program. The source 
advised that as of April 1, 1969, the NRP program remains 
in effect and includes intentions to enact legislation to 
prohibit intermarriage between races, restrict American 
citizenship to mentally and genetically sound Caucasians, 
and hasten the repatriation of American Negroes to indepen- 
dent black African nations. / 
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STUDENTS FOR A DEMOCRATIC SOCIETY 

A source has advised that the Students for a Democratic 
Society (SDS) , as presently regarded, came into being at a 
founding convention held June, 1962, at Port Huron, Michigan. 

From an initial posture of "participatory democracy" the line 
of the national leadership has revealed a growing Marxist-Leninist 
adherence which currently calls for the building of a revolution- 
ary youth movement. Concurrently, the program of SDS has evolved 
from civil rights struggles to an anti-Vietnam war stance to an 
advocacy of a militant anti-imperialist position. China, Vietnam 
and Cuba are regarded as the leaders of worldwide struggles 
against United States imperialism whereas the Soviet Union is 
held to be revisionist and also imperialist. 

'At the June, 1969, SDS National Convention, Progressive 
Labor Party (PLP) forces in the organization were expelled. As 
a result, the National Office (NO) group maintained its National 
Headquarters at 1608 West Madison Stre.et, Chicago, and the PLP 
faction set up headquarters in Cambridge, Massachusetts. This 
headquarters subsequently moved to Boston, Each group elected 
its own national officers, which include three national secretaries 
and a National Interim Committee of eight. Both the NO forces 
and the PLP forces claim to be the true SDS. Both groups also 
print their versions of "New Left Notes" which sets forth the 
line and the program of the particular faction. The NO version 
of "New Left Notes"- was recently printed under. the title "The 
Fire Next Time" to achieve a broader mass appeal. 

Two major factions have developed internally v/ithin the 
NO group, namely, the Weatherman or Revolutionary Youth Movement 
(RYM) I faction, and the RYM II faction. Weatherman is action- 
oriented upholding CASTRO' s position that the duty of revolu- 
tionaries is to make revolution. Weatherman is regarded by 
RYM II as an ‘adventuristic , elitist faction which denies the 
historical role of the working class as the base for revolution. 

RYM II maintains that revolution, although desired, is not 
possible under present conditions, hence emphasizes organizing 
and raising the political consciousness of the working class 
upon whom they feel successful revolution depends. Although 
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STUDENTS' FOR A DEMOCRATIC SCKIIETY (cont’d) 

disclaiming control and domination by the Communist Party, USA, 
leaders in these two factions have in the past proclaimed 
themselves to be communists and to follow the precepts of -a 
Marxist-Leninist philosophy, along pro-Chinese communist lines. 

A second source has advised that the PLP faction, 
which is more commonly known as the Worker Student Alliance, 
is dominated and controlled by members of the PLP, who are 
required to identify themselves with the pro-Chinese Marxist- 
Leninist philosophy of the PLP. They advocate that an alliance 
between workers and students is vital to the bringing about of 
a revolution in the United States. 

SDS regions and university and college chapters, 
although operating under the outlines of the SDS National 
Constitution, are autonomous in nature and free to carry out 
independent policy reflective of local conditions. Because 
of this autonomy internal struggles reflecting the major 
factional interests of SDS have occurred at the chapter level 
since the beginnirg of the 1969-70 school year. 

A characterization of the PLP is attached. 
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PROGRESSIVE LABOR PARTY (PLP) 



The ’'New York Times" city edition Tuesday, April 20, 
1965, Page 27, reported that a new party of "revolutionary 
socialism" was formally founded on April 18, 1965, under the 
name of the PLP, which had been known as the Progressive 
Labor Movement. 


According to the article, "The Progressive Labor 
Movement was founded in 1962, by MILTON ROSEN and MORTIMER 
SCHEER after they were expelled from the Communist Party oi 
the United States for assertedly following the Chinese 
Communist line." 


A source advised on June 3, 1968., that the PLP 
held its Second National Convention in New York City, May 31, to 
June 2, 1968, at which time the PLP reasserted its objective 
of the establishment of a militant working class movement 
based on Marxism-Leninism. This is to be accomplished through 
the Party's overall revolutionary strategy of raising the 
consciousness of the people and helping to provide ideological 
leadership in the working class struggle for state power. 


The source also advised that at the Second National 
Convention, MILTON ROSM was unanimously , re-elected National 
Chairman of the PLP and LEVI LAUB, FRED JEROME, JAR^ ISRAEL, 
WILLIAM EPTON, JACOB ROSEN, JEFFREY GORDON And WALIER LINDER . 
were elected aS the National Committee to lead the PLP ui^til 
the next convention. 


■The PLP publishes "Progressive Labor", a bimonjthly 
magazine; "World Revolution", a quarterly periodical; and 
"Chailenge-Desafio", a monthly newspaper. 

The April, 1969, issue of "Chailenge-Desafio", 
sets forth that "Challenge is dedicated to the peoples 
fight for a new way of life-where the working men and women 
control their own homes and factories; where they themselves 
make up the entire government on every level and control 
the schools, courts, police and all institutions which are 
now used to control them," 


Source advised on May 8, 1969, that the PLP 
utilizes an address of General Post Office Box 808, Brooklyn, 
' New York, and also utilizes an office in Room 617, 1 Union 
Square West, New York, New York. 
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UNITED STATES COMMITTEE TO AID THE ' 

NATIONAL LIBERATIQit FRONT OF SOUTH VIETNAM 

On October 14, 1986, a source furnished a leaflet 

entitled "Policy Statement, 20 July oy'* 

Aid the National Liberation Front oi Souch Vietnam (L.^CAi\Ll -SI ) 

According to this leaflet, the USCANLF-SV is an 
Ad HOC organization formed in April, 1965. Its maUxng adcress - 
was Room 5, 103 MacDougal Street, New York City.
